1 A good Boar Spear with leather-bound rustic haft, it bears a maker’s stamp ; 
a Ranseur of trident shape ; a Partizan of good form; anda Linstock, 16th and 17th 
Centuries 4. 


2 A Partizan, the stout haft carved with a scale pattern ; two Halberds both 
bearing maker’s stamps; another Halberd; a small Partizan: and a Pike, 17th 
Century 6 


3 A Boar Spear, the haft spirally carved ; nine other Halberds, etc.; and a 
Venetian Gondolier’s Staff with decorated haft, mostly 17th Century 11 


4 An English Rapier with basket hilt, it has a tall pommel, reversed curved 
quillons, and escallop guards, the blade ascribed ANDRIA FERARA, 53in. circa 1600

pierced with a star design, the blade bears a maker’s stamp at the ricasso and is 
scribed, probably Flemish, 54in., 17th Century - 


6 A fine Rapier, the swept hilt plated with silver, the blade is flamboyant and 
inscribed VALINCIA, 467n., circa 1600 


7 A rare early bastard Sword -with long leather-bound grip, wide straight 
quillons of oval section with small fluted shell guard, the back-edged blade bears a 
maker’s stamp, 447n., ciyca 1500 


8 Arare early Sword, the wheel-shaped pommel is inlaid with latten, wide taper- 
ing blade with central groove, 474¢n. ; and another early Sword with lozenge-shaped 
pommel and slightly drooping quillons, 46in., 13th and 14th Centuries 2 


9 A fine Rapier, the spherical pommel, quillons and ring-guards are chiselled 
with a beaded pattern, the tapering blade with central groove bears at the stout 
ricasso a maker’s mark (a negro’s head), the blade inscribed JOHANNI, 43in. circa 1600

10 A FINE CLOSE HELMET of unusual weight, the skull with corded comb is 
equipped with a pierced plume holder, the visor with two wide slots for sight, the 
ventail pierced with circles, the chin-piece with forked rest for holding the ventail 
and visor when raised, double gorget-plates at rear and a single plate at front, French, 
early 17th Century 


11 A good two-hand Sword, the long leather-covered erip of baluster form, 
wide quillons with ‘‘ fleus-de-lys ”’ terminals, double ring-guards, the four-sided blade 
has a ricasso with two parrying lugs, 6947n., German Swiss, late 16th Century ) 

12 A collection of twenty-five Sword Pommels of chiselled steel including some’ 
rare examples, civca 1500-1600 25° 


13. A FINE CLOSE HELMET of rare type, the skull forged in one piece with roped 
comb, the small visor with two apertures for sight, the ventail of “ falling-buffe ”’ 
type is pierced with circles, single gorget-plate at front and double-plates at rear, 
late 16th Century 


14 A close Helmet with blackened surface, the deep visor pierced for sight and 
breathing purposes, there is a movable peaked umbril and a plume-holder at base of 
skull, deep gorget-plates at front and rear, 17th Century 


15 A rare Boar Sword, it has.a fig-shaped pommel, leather-bound grip, wide 
quillons with triangular terminals, ring-guard with a pierced plate, the stout blade of 
rectangular section develops into a thrusting point with lugs (to prevent further 

penetration), 4977., mid 16th Century 


16 A FINE EARLY SWORD, it has a large pommel of flattened circular form, 
straight quillons of rectangular section, the wide, grooved and tapering blade bears a 
mark (an orb and cross), 5147n., 14th Century 


17 Another early Sword, the stout wheel-shaped pommel engraved with an 
animal within a shield, leather-bound grip, straight quillons of square section, double 
edged blade, 417”., 15th Century 


18 A rare 17th Century Polish Helmet of “ lobster-tail’’ form, the skull-piece 
is fluted and bears a finial with base of acanthus, it also carries a plume-holder, the 
umbril is equipped with a sliding nasal-guard, the articulated neck-guard is broad 
and deep and there are two ear protectors 


19 A good hand-and-a-half or bastard Sword, the pommel is pear-shaped’ and 
the grip is covered with leather, it has wide quillons and double ring-guards, the stout 
blade bears a maker’s name at the ricasso and is inlaid with the running wolf, 514in., 
mid 16th Century

20 Another good bastard Sword of similar character, the six-sided blade bears” 
a maker’s mark (a chequered shield), 5347n., mid 16th Century

21 A FINE 16TH CENTURY CLOSE HELMET, the skull of one piece has a roped 
comb, the visor of pronounced bellows form has slots for sight and breathing purposes, 


the chin-piece with single gorget-plate, articulated neck-guard of three plates, circa”

22 A Back-plate, the blackened surface is relieved with bright bands, these are ~ 
etched with figures and foliage; together with its articulated Gorget attached to 
espallier Pauldrons, also decorated with etched bands, the whole of good quality, 
mud 16th Century 2

_ 23 A good English Pikemans Breastplate with its deep skirted tassets with 
simulated lames, circa 1630

24 A good close Helmet, the skull of one piece with roped comb bears a plume- 
holder, the visor is pierced for sight, the ventail is perforated with circles on the dexter 
side and is secured to the chin-piece with a staple, treble gorget-plates at front and 
rear, Spanish, late 16th Century

25 Another close Helmet with roped skull of one piece and pierced for a crest, 
the visor with roped single aperture for sight, the boat-shaped ventail with four 
horizontal apertures for breathing, single front gorget-plate and double plates at 
rear, Italian, 16th Century 


26 A fine English Breast-plate with its long companion Tassets, the breast-plate 
of slight peascod form is decorated with lines, and the Tassets are well designed, each 
of nineteen separate rivetted plates, the whole of very solid construction 


** Circa 1620, probably of Greenwich workmanship. 


27. A fine Burgonet, the skull and umbril are of one piece, the former with high 
corded comb, there are deep hinged cheek-plates with simulated lames at base flush 
with the neck-guard of two laminated plates, the umbril has a sliding nasal-guard 
and is stamped with the Augsburg guild-mark and the armourer’s initials H. R. (Hans 
Ringler), circa 1600 


28 Another rare type of Burgonet, the skull and umbril forged in one piece, the 
former is drawn out to an apex with acorn finial, the deep hinged cheek-plates em- 
bossed with pierced circles, it bears the Nuremberg guild mark, mid-16th Century 


29 A close Helmet of large proportions, the visor is slotted and pierced and 
the ventail perforated, two deep gorget-plates at front and rear, probably English, 
early 17th Century 


30 Another close Helmet with vision slots below the umbril, the visor pierced. 
with lattice work, 17th Century 


31 A good “ Maximilian ” Gorget of twelve plates with roped collar, the main 
portions are fluted and there are staples for support of arm-defences, it bears the 
armourer’s stamp and on the underside is the tuitial N (a mark associated with 
Vienna) ; also a fluted Garde-Rein of good form, circa 1530 


32. A FINE BREASTPLATE, the actual breast with four faces and central ridge 
with stout-roped turnover and gussets, there is a waist-plate and three laminated 
tace-plates, circa 1540 


33 Another good Breastplate with pronounced tapul, it has roped turn-over, 
gussets, and three tace-plates, mid-16th Century 


34 Two Horse Chaufrons of similar design with ear-pieces, Italian, late 16th 
Century 


35 A good Italian two-handed Sword, the pommel is of depressed spherical 
form and the grip bound with wire, the wide quillons of ovoid section with double 
ring-guards, the six-sided blade has a bold ricasso with lugs and bears a makers 
stamp four times repeated, 634i., muid-16th Century

37 A fine splinted Breastplate of bold peascod form and solid construction, it 
has roped borders and gussets and is decorated with sunken bands, it bears an 
armourer’s stamp, mid-16th Century

apertures for sight, unpierced boat-shaped ventail, two frontal gorget-plates, the rear 
gorget-plates are missing, Italian, late 16th Century 


40 A fine Italian Breastplate of peascod form, it is deeply etched with bands 
radiating from its base, the decoration includes military trophies, monsters and 
romansque figures, there are also volutes enclosing medallion portraits and above 
these appear the elephant and castle, late 16th Century ; 


41 A fine Gothic Halberd of rare early type, it retains its long double straps
